A Frigfctful Accident on 


the L. E. & W. 


Brakeman W. J. Painter 


Fatally Crushed at Alex- 


andria, Ind., 


Was Terribly Mangled and Died 


from His Injuries

W. J. Painter, a brakeman, em- 


ployed on the L. E. & W., was fa- 
ally crushed by the wheels of an en- 
gine on that road at Alexandria. Ind.. 
:his morning. Missing his footing in 
in attempt to board the rear end of 
the engine with which he was work- 
ng. the unfortunate man fell upon the 
track and was frightfully mangled, 
death resulting from Uis injuries a. 
few hours later.

missed his footing and fell across one 


the rails. The wheels of the tank 


caught him before he coTild escape 
:-om his perilous position and both 
egs were frightfully mangled, one be- 
ng crushed at the thigh. Engineer 
MeGee. v.-lio was in charge, of the en- 
eane. ciid not discover the unfortunate 
man's peril in time to stop the en- 
gine until after the wheels had pass- 
ed over his limbs. The injured rnau 
was removed to the office of a phy- 
sician anti all that could be done for 
him was done, but death was the only 
relief that could be expected. The 
depiorc.ble accident occurred at 7:50 
o'clock and the unfortunate man diud 
at 9:30 o'clock. 


The deceased had only been in tlie 


employ of the L. E. & W. for about 
four months. He was about 22 or 23 
years of age and was well liked by the 
railroad men with whom he worked. 
He boarded at the Aldlne hotel on 
south Main street while here and his 
aged father lives in Greenslmrg. Pa. 
He also has two brothers living in 
Pittsburs. The relatives have been 
notified and will probably have the re- 
mains sent to Greensburg.
